; EW TIS, by the Grace of God, King of Fraxce and 
Uh | Nawarre ; to all whom theſe Preſents ſhall come, 
Greetzng. Since the Glory of Our State, and the 
Proſperitics wherewith ic has pleaſed God to bleſs 
Our Reign, have cxcited the Enyy of moſt of the Powers of 
4 Europe, and engaged them ro make a Leaguae, in order to 
W wage an Injuſt War againſt Us; the ſincerity of Our Inten- 
| tion, and the Advantages We have Yearly got over them, put- 
ting Us ſtill in kopes of a ſpeedy Peace, We have endeavour'd, 
in order to repel the Efforts of the*States in League againſt 
Us, ro make uſe of no other Means, but ſuch as wete leaſt 
burthenſom to our Subje&s : In order thereunto we have alic- 
nated Rents, of which we haye aſlign'd the Payment on Our 
Ordinaty Revenues; and Created Offices, the Sallaries of 
which are ſet down on the Settlements of Qur Finances. And 
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if in the Sequel, We have been obliged to make n'e of ſome 


other Means which have been more burthenſom co Our-People,. 


ic was only becauſe ic was abſolutely neceſiary to-ſettle-and fix 


ſuch Fund's as were requiſite for the weal of Our Srate, Bur. 


the Obſtinacy of Our Encmics, whe {cem to be inſenſible of 
their Loſſes, and who, far from being concerrfd at the Miſery 


of the People, ſcem even to take an Advantage at. the Incli-. 
nation We expreſs towards' a Pezce, giving Us a Proſpect:

Peace : That in order thereunto, the Intendants and Com» 
mi{hianers ſent forth in cach of the Generalities, Provinces, _ 
Countries and Diſtricts, the Syncics of the Dioceſes and of 
the Eſlates.; and the Gentlemen, who are to a& joyrtly 
with rhe ſaid Intendants according to this prefent Declaration, 
do agree about the Rolls of the Diviſion of the ſaid Poll-Tax, 
conſormably to the Bill of Rates agreed on in Our Council con- - 
raining the Diſtciburion of Our Subjefs, in T wo and Twenty 
- Claſſes, which ſhall he fix'd under the Counter Sea) of theſe Pre- 
ſents. Willing that none of our Subjetts of whatQuality orCon!i- 
rion ſoever, whether Ecclefgaſticks, Secular or Regular, Noble; 
Military or others,ſhouid oe cxemp:ed- from the (aid Poll-Tax,' 
Excepting only fuch of our Subjcas as are affef'd on the Tails, 
or other Common Impotitions under Forry Pence, the Men- 
dicant Orders, and the Poor Mendicams, whereof the'Curaces. 
of eycry Pariſh ſhall give a Liſt Sign'd and Ceriify'd by them, 
upon.their Honor and Conſcience. We are p-rſwaded that the 
Ecclefiaſticks will the more chearfully fabmir ro this Contri- 
bution, ſccing that beſides that, the Inrercſt of Religion, and. 
the Zeal which they baye always expreſsd for our INE

Ways unpaſlable, by overflowing of the ſame ; which does alſo 

oblige Us to be at the Expence of Ditches for maintaining the 

Canals, and augments Our Yearly Charge, for keeping up of 
Our Bridges and Cauſeys. We arc allo.inform'd, thar divers 
particular Perſonyor Communities, have let our, rurn'd off, or 
ſtop'd the Waters of Rivers Navigable or not Navigable, and 
Brooks, Springs-grid Fountains, in the Exteiit of-thofe"Lands, 
whoſe high Juriſdiction appertains to Us, without having ob- 
eain'd any Permiſſion from Us. - Thefe Conſiderations pre- 
vail'd. with - Heary II. to enquire iyto ſuch Ulſurpations, and 
for that eff:& did-expedite- bis Letcers: Patents-in.. 1549, by 
which' amongſt other things, it is expreſly forbid, that any 
particular Perſons ſhould have Water, except the ſame be alie- 
nated for their Lie, on conſiicration of a Rent agreed on by 
the Commiſſaries deputed thereunto. There was alſo an Act 
ef our Councit, prohibiting the ſame, dared Ofob. 24, 1687, 
berwixt the Farmer of our Demains, and the Conſul and 
Community of our Ciry of Arles, which contain'd the like 
Prohibitions. In ſuch fort, that, accordirg to the Tenor of 
thoſe Letters Patents, and that Act, We haye Right rojdeclare, 
That all thoſe who have Water, have incurr'd a Fine for en- 
joying the ſame, contrary to the ſaid Declaration, and the 
Afts iNlued for Execution of the* ſame. Nevercheleſs, having 
taken into Conſideration , that this Fine join'd to the Sums 
which We may pretend to againſt the ſaid Poflefſors for time 
paſt, would much diminiſh the Value of their Stocks __ E.
